REAGAN TO DAVIS. |. 


The Texas Senator-Elect Replies 
to the Ex-President’s Letter 


ON THE SUBJECT OF PROHIBITION. 


What is the Abridgement of Personal Lib 
erty?—The Other Side of the Question 
Presented by Senator Keagan. 


Fort Wort, Texas, August 2.—At the 
anti-prohibition state barbecue held here July 
%, a letter was read from Jefferson Dayis com- 
ing out strongly against the proposed prohibi- 
tion amendment to be voted On in Texas Au- 
gust 4, The Gazette prints the following let- 
ter from Senator Reagan in reply to Jefferson 
Davis: 

PALESTINE, July 29, 1887.—Hon. Jefferson Davis, 
Feauvoir, Miss.: My Dear Sirand Friend—I write 
not to complain but to express ny Surprise and sor- 
row on accountof the letter you wrote to our good 
friend Governor Lubbock, in opposition to the adop- 
tion of the proposed ainendment to our state Constl- 
tution to prohibit 1 he manufacture, sale and ex- 
change of intoxicating liquors, except for mechani- 
cal. medical, scientific and sacramental purposes. 

Texas has never been so profoundly stirred up on 
a question befcre within my memory. The state 
demoeratie convention of last year he d the ques- 
tion of temperance—of opposition to the liquor 
traffic—to be non-partisan. Or democratic govern- 
or recommended to the last legislature the submis- 
sion of this question to the vote of the people. Our 
legislature, which on joint ballot had ut five re- 
publicans in it, did submit the question to the. peo- 
ple for decision on the 4th of August prox. by @ 
vote of more than two-thirds of é¢ach house. It was 
submitted as ‘a nen-partisan —- to be votel on 
when no other question was vefore the people. 

This measure is, I understand, sustained by a ma- 
jority of the best and most trusted democrats of the 
state, such As ex-Senator Maxey, Mr. Culberson, Mr. 
Lanham and Judge Hare, democratic members-elect 
to congress, and Colonel Miller, a democratic mem 
ber of the last congress. It is sustained by two- 
thirds of the newspapers of Texas, by not less than 
nineteen-twentieths of the 300 or 400 preachers of 
Texas, by probably ninety-nine in every 100 of the 
women ot the state, and it will, in my opinion, be 
voted for by more than 100,000 white democrats of 
this state. I have been in three counties, in large 
assemblies since your letter was = ypub- 
lished, and from what I have seen and heard ‘I am 
sure that tens of thousands of your truest and best 
friends are grieyed and pained by your letter. We 
believe we could carry the state against the com- 
bined influence and efforts of the manufacturers of 
whisky and beer, the liquor dealers’ associations of 
St. Louis, Chicago, Louisville, Cincinnati, New York, 
Philadelphia and elsewhere, and against the use of 
the vast sums 6f money they have sent to Texas to 
employ and pay speakers, suborn the newspapers 
and corrupt the_ ballot and debauch our 
people. We believe we could 
against the saloonkeepers, professional 

oliticians and a number of good men 
fike our friend Governor Lubbock; but the power of 
your great name is now being paraded against the 
prohibitionists, not only by some good men who 
like yourself think prohibition more dangerous than 
the liquor traffic and -drunkenness, with all the 
evils, poverty, wretchedness, shame, sorrow and 
crime which follow in their train. 

Your letter is being read and applauded by every 
saloon-keeper and dram drinker in Texas today,and 
it will cost a cause which many ofus deem of the 
greatest importance many thousands of voters, and 
we fear may defeat the amendment and give the in- 
dorsement of the pedple to the liquor traffic, with 
the griefs, sorrows and crimes which go with it. 

You object to this amendment because the world 
is governed too much. Our laws probibit the earry- 
ing of pistols, bowie knives and brass knuckles, and 
punishes those carrying them by fine and imprison- 
ment. Our laws prohibit and provide for the pun- 
ishment of many other things which are injurious 
t6 society and which restrain the personal liberty of 
the citizen. 

You admit that the intemperate use of liquors is 
the ‘root’ of many social disorders—no one can 
tell truthfully the baneful effects. of the liquor 
traffic—but you think, with many others, that to 
prohibit it will be an abridgement of personal lib 
erty. 

Thisisadmitted. Personal liberty was abridged 
when God forbade our progenitors to eat of the fruit 
of the tree of life. The decalogue in the Holy Script- 
ures abridges personal liberty in nearly 
every commandment. The laws of the 
United States and of our several 
states are in a large measure made wp of pro- 
Visions for the abridgment of personal liberty. They 
do this in order to give protection to the persons, 
the reputations, the lives and the-property of the 
peopir, and to give peace an l Droste rity 1 » society. 
They do it because goveriment and civil society 
cannot exist without the abridgment of personal 
liberty. They doit for the good of society and the 
protection of its members. 

Is the liquor traffic an evil? Few have the hardi- 
hood to deny that itis. Most of the anti-prohibition 
orators of this state admit thatit is. Then why not 
prohibit it, except for the te gone mentioned in 
the amendment, as we prohibit gambling and the 
carrying of weapons? 

You justly refer to drunkards as “degraded, com- 
mon criminals.”’ Why not do all we lawfully may 
to prevent drunkenncses and the crimes it gives 
rise to? 

The great charter of English liberty—-the portions 
of the constitution of the United States which ope- 
rate as a bill ofrights, the bills of rights of the sevy- 
eral states of the union, may be analyzed in 
all their aspects and it will not, cannot, 
be found that they anywhere, under 
any circumstances, protect personal .liberty where 
its exercise is a crime, or offends injuriously the in- 
terest of society. They only protect these great and 
sacred rights without which man cannot be free— 
cannotenjoy either personal liberty or popular 
rights, 

If the liquor traffic isright, if it promotes peace, 
if it promotes prosperity, if it increases the happi- 
ness of the peojle, if it promotes the general wel- 
fare, if it is anecessity asa means of maintaining 
our private or public rights and liberties, then | 
agree that it is protected by the bills of right and 
ought not be to interferred with. But ifitis evil—if it 
produces drunkenness, idleness and crime—if it 
tends to the waste o f fortunes—if it causes the im- 
poverishmem, disgrace and ruin of men, and 
if it deprives women and children of the 
comforts of life and home, if it causes men to insult, 
abuse, maltreat and murder one another, if it causes 
them to neglect, to abuse, to degrade and beat their 
wives and chitdren, then I submit it does not come 
within the protection of our bills of rights, and that 
those things are not the personal liberties which 
should be held inviolable. 

Much as I disagree with the theory and the policy 
of your letter, and much as I rezrct the use which is 
being made ofit in Texas,I know you would not 
have written itif you had not believed its senti- 
ments just, and that its publication would do gocd. 
I recognize the fact that many other good men like 
yourself take the same view. It doesnot change my 
estimate of your purity, patriotism or virtue, nor can 
it effect (GF sete tsvees friendship and admiration— 
the result of an intercourse which showed me the 
purity and greatness of your character; but a sense 
of public duty compels me, regretfully indeed. to 
advise you that I shall authorize the publication of 
this letter in vindication, tothis limited extent, of 
my own views and of the views of the thousands of 
good peopleof Texas wit think as I do on this ques- 
tion.

The sun of the nineteenth century had 
scarcely risen above the fog banks of supersti- 
tion and old traditions. It was the dawn of 
the brightest of all the centuries that haye ever 
glorified the earth. The unbroken forests still 
eovered the hills of the mid-country, stretch- 
ing away on every hand until they inet the 
purple horizon line that marks the limit of 
mortal vision. The earth was in its virgin 
purity—an unsullied bride—welcoming with 
open arms the bridegroom, Civilization, whio 
came bounding over the hills to claim his own. 
It was scanted Maytime—the time of mating 
birds; of bursting buds, and the unfolding of 
green, leaves—the time of, love and joy and 
hopeful promise, It wasa goodomen. Meet 
it was that this month, of all the twelve, should 
be chosen for the drawing up of a treaty of 
peace, and the exchanging of assurances ol 
eternal amnesty and unfaltering friendship. 

The Ocmulgee fields were green and splash- 
ed with many a brilliant hue of blooming flow- 
ers. The little lake fed by the crystal waters 
of New Hope spring, shone like a mirror un- 
der a sky that resembled the mingled tints of 
the gorgeous pansy blossom. 

On its margin leafy oaks and rough coated 
elms rose upward, bowing and nodding to ev- 
ery wayward breeze. Close down by the wa- 
ter’s edge, where the pond lillies grew, the 
yellow-green Williams trailed their drooping 
boughs in the rippling wavelets. 

On a rising ground at a little distance from 
this fairy nook was a level platean, with mossy 
banks around it, and the delicate odor of 
crushed violets filled it with perfume. 

Here the great men of the Creeks, or “Red 
Sticks,’’ asthey were frequently termed, as- 
sembled to meet the wise men sent by the 
Great Father at Washington to treat with 
them. 

The names.of the one are lost in oblivion; 
the names of the others will live as long as 
history. 

These were General James Wilkinson, Colo- 


| 


nel Benjamin Hawkins, of Nerth Carolina, 
and Andrew Pickens, of South Carolina, as 
high commissioners appointed by the president 
of the United States to treat with the chiefs of 
the Red Sticks. 

On May 25th these commissioners arrived in 
the vicinity of the town, and received a mess- 
age of welcome from the chiefs, and a request 
that they wait till the next day forthe grand 
and formal] reception. 

Refreshed by restful slumber, the hardy com- 
missioners, well accustomed to life in the for- 
est, arose from their pallets of straw and ate 
their breakfast by the smoking embers of a 
camp fire.. This was the only sort of hostelrie 
the land afforded them. 

At the appointed hour next morning the 
commissioners advanced with slow and digni- 
tied steps tothe meeting place. Formed on 
the plain that stretched away toward the river, 
the chiefs and mighty men of all the powerful 


tribes of Creeks from the mountains to the 
| Okeefenokee, and from the Oconee to the 
rivers of Alabama, formed in procession, ar- 
rayed in their holiday attire, with nodding 
| plumes on their haughty heads and _ barbaric 
| Ornaments on their brawny limbs. 
Each bore in his hand the plumes of -an 
| eagle, and assembled ina half circle were a 
large body of men and women of the tribes, 
* who joined in the wild music, towhich they 
kept lively step as they advanced toward the 
| white men. 

As they approached near enough they sal- 
uted each commissioner with a touch of the 
plumes, and after the dance was concluded 
they pointed General Wilkinson to a seat es- 
pecially prepared for him, behind which they 
had dug a pit and set up a willow wand 
stripped ofits bark, beside it. These were the 
grave of hostility and the unsullied emblem of 


head: chief, whose name was Efaw 
Hanjee, ‘‘Lord ot the River.’’ brought forward 
a bow and arrows stained a brilliant. scrimson, 


| with the root of the golden bloomed dye flower, 
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and broke them all intwain and cast them into 
the pit. Fresh earth was thrown upon the 
broken emblems of war anda deer skin dressed 
as soft as. velvet and bleached as white as 
snow, was laid upon the pit as a covering. 

The chiefs then advanced, each bearing a 
white deer skin, with which the brows of their 


laid upon a log, on which the chieftains seated 
. themselves. 

Then arose the Lord of the River and deliv- 
ered his speech of welcome: ‘‘We come this 
day while the sun is undimmed by clouds and 

| the blue of the sky untarnished by a - breath of 
| mist, to meet our friends, our brothers, and 
our fathers, to take them bythe hand, and 
welcome them to the wigwamsof the Red 
Sticks. It is as our forefathers have done since 
time begun. We have dug a grave at the foot 
of your great chief and therein have we buried 


| the sharp weapons of cruel war, which were-; 


placed in our hands in olden time, and which 
our fathers wielded to conquer our enemies. 
With soft, white skins of the deer have we 
cushioned your seats that you might be highly 
honored among us. And now we offef? youthe 
crowning emblem, the pipe of peace.” 

It wasthus thatthe conventien met, 
thus it continued for forty days. 

.The camp of the white men was kept -well 
supplied with the fattest of shad, the juiciest 
venison and all the best things that the land 
( afforded. 

The last crop of corn that the red men ever 

planted on the historic Ocmulgee fields was 
growing luxuriantly. 
' Negotiations of vast import was being car- 
ried on among these representatives of two 
mighty races. The final result was the cession 
| of allthe rich territory lying between the 
Oconee and Ocmulgee, excepting -a tract of 
land a league in width by two in length ex- 
tending from the base of the hills 
|along the old Ocmulgee . fields _to 
| the designated point. This was 
held to for the purpose of a trading ground, 
and also for the advantage of the fine shad 
fishing in this part of the stream. The Creeks 
agreed that the white men should build 
a fort and establish a factory onthe reserved 
derritory. 

This last idea was due to Colonel Benjamin 
Hawkins’s watchfulness, and it is to this inci- 
dent the birth of the city of Macon may be 
attributed, 

No doubt when this worthy statesman and 
diplomat reclined on his chair of state the 
mossy bank by New Hope spring, his eye often 
wandered longingly Saround the grand and 
beautiful prospect spread out before him. As

famous Golphinton treaty which made the 
Creek Indians citizens of the state of Georgia, 
was negotiated by him, 

Another treaty, at New York in 1790, placed 
the Creeks under the control of the federal 
government, and these conflicting treaties 
caused President Washington to appoint Sen- 
ator Hawkins, of North Carolina, Clymer, of 
Pennsylvania, and Pickens, of South - Caro- 
lina, to adjust matters, 

Such were the character of his able services 
that he was appointed agent for Indian affairs 
south of the Ohio in 1801, His name figured 
in numerous treaties and negotiations after- 
ward, and he seems to have enjoyed the ceufir 
dence and good will of the red men quite as 
a as the respect and esteem of his white 
riends, 

_After thirty years of active life on the fron- 
tier, in 1816 he resigned his position and re- 
tired to his plantation at the Indian agency, 
on Flint river, where he spent his few remain- 
lug days in honored peace and quietude. 

On June 16, 1816, the founder of Macon 
passed away, leaving to his suecessors thé task 
of completing what he had begun. 

Unfortunately many of his most valuable 
papers, letters and manuscript notes were con- 
sumed in the flames that destroyed his house 
at the agenty soon after. 

We have now come to the point where the 
corner stone of the third great town that has 
arose and flourished on this historic ground 
was laid. 

Possibly itis more than the third. Perhaps 
the mysterious mound builders had a greatand 
populous city here. Who shall say? Butthis 
is the third that the annals of history have pre- 
served,

The Northern “Cranks”? Who 
Fuss About the Negro. 


HIS OPINION OF THE GLENN BILL- 


Hunting Things to Continue the Fight About 


—If They Didn't Have the Negro They 
Would Have Something Else, 


Well, I reckon we will all have to get mad 
again and not play with our northern brethren 
any more. As Sam Jonessays, it does look 
like we ain’t the same sort of cattle. I didn’t 
think they would raise such a how] about a lit- 
tle thing like the Glenn bill. I wish they had 
told us beforehand that they would get mad 
about if we passed it. Mr. Glenn is a harmo- 
nious man and never would have introduced 
it if he had known it would have raised such a 
rumpus. Our people didn’t care much about 
it, nohow. The white and colored schools are 
not going to mix down south, bill or no bill, 
If a northern white man comes down here to 
teach a colored schoo] and chooses to take his 
own children into it, we don’t care a copper. 
But the colored children can’t come into the 
white schools, that’s certain. They don’t 
want to. Nothing is more surely settled than 
that the two races don’t want to mix. It is 
disagreeable all round. They don’t want the 
same churches, nor hotels, nor railroad cars. 
It is against nature and we can’t 
help it. This thing they call the uni-. 
versal brotherhood of man _ sounds very 
well until it invades our social system and 
then it surrenders. It always has surrendered. 
The Jews wouldn’t mix with the Samaritans 
and they don’t mix with the Gentiles now to 
any great extent except in a businesS way. 
They don’t marry withus except once in a 
while and thenit always makesa fuss in the 
family—that is in the Jew family. We white 
folks don’t take on and had just as leave have 
one of the boys marry a rich, pretty Jewess as 
not. Society has its castes and big circles and 
little circles and boundary lines everywhere 
and we can’t help it for mankind were_ built 
that way. Wealth makes it, culture makes it, 
color makes it, race makes it, and eyen re- 
ligion makes it. And the devil makes it too 
for it is a fact that the professional burglars in 
the cities wont associate with the pickpockets 
and sneak thieves. They outrank them so- 
cially. Just after the war it was amusing to 
see the disgust that the old time free negroes 
had for the new set that had just been lifted 
up to their level. There were a few around 
Rome who were born free and had never mix- 
ed with the slaves and held them in contempt. 
In fact there was one who owned slaves 
and a farm, and he felt aggrieved and _per- 

lexed when his rights were invaded. Societ 
is an institution that laws can’t - control. 
Blackstone says that a man’s house is his 
castle, and just so his social rights are sacred. 
The dirty tramp may come to my house and 
beg his breakfast and seton the back steps 
and eat it, but I will not have him for a com- 
panion just because he is a human being. I 
will choose my company and not intrude 
where I am not wanted more than they. I 
will choose my children’s company as far as 
Ican. Their characters are formed in early 
youth—in their school days and their school 
mates have a great deal todo withit. They 
shall not go to school with negro children. 
If the northern people want a reason I will 
just say its none of your business. Our in- 
dignation becomes painful when asked such 
a question. The fanatical fools have goaded 
us longenough about our duty to the negro. 
They have got one in a thousand up there and 
don’t know anything about it. If there 
were only onein a hundred down here we 
wouldent care. Wedon’t mind riding with 
them in the railroad cars. We do ride with 
them on every train, for it is only a brief con- 
tactand neither race is offended, but the 
ladies’ car is their special privilege—their 
castle—and on many trains white men are ex- 
cluded unless they have ladies in charge. I 
Was excluded the other dayin going from 
Chattanooga to Nashville. Not long ago a 
negro excursion boarded the train at Stone 
Mountain. Tey were well dressed and well 
behaved, and as there were only half a dozen 
of us in the ladies’ car we vacated it for them, 
and the kind-hearted conductor made room for 
us in the sleeper. Nobody down south has 
hatred or contempt forthe negro; we like him; 
we respect him; we mix with him every way 
but socially. They don’t invite us to their 
mectings and frolics and excursions, and we 
don’t invite them to ours, and both 
races are content. We build their 
churches and schoolhouses all over the 
country. Our doctors attend on their sick and 
our lawyers on their criminals and get nothing 
for it. Our wives and mothers minister to 
their wants and supply them with medicine. 
When their children steal from us we hush it 
up for fear they will get in the chaingang. No, 
those folks away up north don’t know any- 
thing about it and they never will know from 
northern literature. But they do know in New 
Jersey. The negroes got so thick at Asbury 
park that the white folks couldent see the 
ocean, nor the horizon nor the sun. set nor the 
moon rise and so the owners got desperate and 
excluded them. That is a little worse than has 
ever been done down south. Not a negro now 
dares to goto Asbury park, and I read the 
other day in a northern paper where a little 
orphan colored girl was refused admission into 
an asylum because of her color. That was in 
the heavenly kingdom of Massachusetts. I 
tell you what is a fact. Those people up 
there don’t like us and they don’t want to. 
Whether it is because we are the sheep and 
they are the goats, or they are the goats and 
we are the sheep, I don’t know, but they 
won’t harmonize. Right now all their reli- 
gious papers are howling over this Glenn bill. 
They are everlastingly hunting for an insult or 
an outrage, and if they can’t find one thev 
make one. They have got some good, noble 
hearted people up there, and our hope isin 
them, but it does leak like they have lost their 
influence. Their business men who visit us 
are reasonable and liberal in their views, but 
they are overshadowed by the public senti- 
ment. Their religious newspapers are as intol- 
erant as ever was the Spanish Inquisition. 
The Independent is their great leader and 
shapes public opinion, and it is just horrid so 
far as the south is concerned. I am sorry 
Mr. Beecher is dead, for in 
began to understand us 
and was a friend, a bold and fearless 
friend,and dared to defend us. We have tried 
mighty hard to cultivate peace and good will, 
but it seems impossible. I reckon we had bet- 
ter quit and let old Father Time settle it. Bob 
Toombs said there never would be harmony 
between the north and the south. He dident 
want them to come dc-. > here and be buried 
in our gravyeyerds, for h@$aid he dident want 
to rise with them from the dead. Toombs was 
a good hater and they never made anything off 
of him. If they dident have the Glenn bill to 
fuss about,they would hunt up something else, 
They remind me of a pone husband who is 
always hunting around for something he don’t 
want tofind. So let them hunt. We wore 
ourselves out whipping them once and I’m 
afraid we will have to do it again.

THD GREAT TUMBLE WEED, 


The Terror of the Prairies in Times Gone 
by—A Wichita Production. | 


From the Witchita Journal. 

Mr. W. F. Niederlander, the prominent real 
estate man, has on exhbittion in the windew 
of his office a fine specimen of the curious 
plant known as the “tumble weed.” This 
specimen was taken from. the old fair grounds 
last year after the grounds were abandoned. 
The plant isa mass of branches, spherical in 
for m, and so tightly interwoven as to form al- 
most a compact mass. Like the earth this glob- 
ular mass of branches is flattened at the poles~ 
only moreso. The present specimen is about 
five feet at its greatest diameter. Mr. Neider- 
lander says he seen specimens fully twice 
this size. 

This weed once grew plentifully through this 
country and Coiorado. When green, they pre- 
sent a very protty appearance, and look more 
like a dwarf tree thana weed, They are very 
dangerous in case of a prairie fire, and often 
dangerous in plain windstorms when there is 
no fire. In case of fire, the flames seem to 
strip the plant of its leaves, and it at once goes 
rolling before the flaming hurricane, a perfect 
wheel of fire. These revolving wheels of fire 
will jump any ordinary furrow or fire break, 
and carry the fire into the timber or grass, as 
the case may be. Nothing can stop their pro- 

ress but a river. Into these they jump, leap- 
ing out into the stream forty, fifty or sixty feet, 
and go down with a hiss, throwing up a column 


-of steam where they sink. 


“T have seen hundreds of these plants in 
Barber county and the Siquashie Valley,’’ said 
Mr, Neiderlander this morning. ‘‘When started 
to rolling ina fire no ordinary horse can run 
before them. Once, in the Siquashie Valley, I 
only saved myself by driving my team into the 
river, which I fortunately reached just in 
time,” 

In Colorado windstorm-storms these weeds 
are also a source of much danger. In Middle 
Park a few years ago a party of travelers were 
suddenly overtaken by a storm. Seeing what 
they supposed to be a mass of huge boulders 
in the distance, they made for them, thinking 
thev would afford at least partial shelter. To 
their surprise as they approached, the bowlders 
suddenly broke loose and commenced rolling 
toward them at a furious rate, cutting all sorts 
of curious capers and gyrating menacingly as 
they came. At times they would strike an ob- 
struction and bound high in the air, and again 
striking the ground, resume their rapid circu- 
lar motion. The travelers put spurs to their 
horses, and it was only by the greatest effort 
that they managed to escape from the track of 
these monsters. On examination, they found 
their supposed bowlders were really immense 
weeds which had been torn up by the roots by 
the windstorm. 

These weeds are so solid that they are a great 
menace to man and beast under such circum- 
stances. Impelled by a heavy wind, they go 
with force enough to kill a horse, and a human 
being is in great danger if he cannot get out of 
the track of these monsters when they are run- 
ning before a hurricane or in case of a prairie 
fire.

Investigation by the Coroner. 

Those who afMtived first at the scene of the 
tragedy found everything in such a shocking 
condition that they decided to notify the coro- 
nerand other officers at once. After Tom Wool- 
folk, the only survivor, had been locked in 
the room and a guard placed at the door, the 
neighbors sent for the officials. Coroner Hod- 
nett arrived and the following were sworn in: 

W. L. Hughes, W. A. Davis, M. M. Fol. 
som, W. H. Jones, L..M. Halsey, T. H. Clay 
H.J. Brown, W. J. Mosely, J.C. Kailey, 
Henry Parker, R: M. Gilbert, N. A. Powers. 

The first witness examined was Anderson 
James, coloted, who lives onthe place. He 
swore that at about two hours before daylight 
he was awakened by Tom Woolfolk calling 
for Green Lockett, who lived near,’ and say- 
ing that Captain Woolfolk and all his fami- 
ly had been murdered. Anderson arose and 
ran to Lockett’s house where he found Wool- 
folk in his night clothes, barefooted and bare- 
headed. After a little stay, Woolfolk went 
up to the house, stayed some ten minutes and 
returned and asked Anderson to go for assis- 
tance. Anderson did so, met W. H. Smith on 
the way and carried the news to other neigh- 
bors, Afier he returned he found Woolfolk 
sitting near the root of a tree, talking with Mr 
Smith at the Woolfolk house. 

Green Lockett, colored, was sworn, and he 
said he was awakened by Tom Woolfolk call- 
ing him. The latter said: “Father and 
mother are killed andI want youto go up 
there and see what is the matter.” 

Lockett was too badly scared to go, but Wool- 
folk went up to the house and returned,. bég~ 
ging Lockett tosend word tothe neighbors’ 
Lockett sent two little boys to notify. Mr. Yates 
and Mr. Smith of the tragedy. They went 
and Mr. Smith came in response. - While Tom 
Woolfolk was there he ‘sat at the 
root of a_ tree a little distance 
away, cursing and groaning and wmut- 
tering to himself. He’had been cutting white 
oak the day before, witness said, and after- 
ward engaged in making baskets with the 
others up at the house. Witness knew of no 
special ill-will, except that the young man had 
been rather disobedient to the family and it 
was common talk that he and his step-mother 
did not get along well together. 

Luanna Cooper, colored, was sworn. She 
lives a mile from the Woolfolk house on the 
Yates place, and had got up to doctor her 
husband, when she heard a terrible commo- 
tion over towards the Woolfolks. She heard 
people screaming, dogs barking and cows 
bellowing as if they smelt blood. 

Emma Jones, colored, lives three-quarters 
of a mile in a northerly direction, and she and 
her husband were awakened by 

SOUNDS OF WAILING 
in the direction of the Woolfolks. They heard 
two women screaming, one coarse and the 
other shrill, and the first cried out,} “‘Oh, lord! 
oh, lord!’’ Then all was stillfand in a short 
while they heard a man’s-voice calling Ander- 
son James, 

W. H. Smith, white, was sworn. He said 
that when the boys from Lockett’s awoke him, 
at about 2:30, he came immediately and found 
Tom Woolfolk at Green Lockett’s, two or 
three hundred yards from the Woolfolk house, 
Tom seemed cool and collected, and said that 
somebody had killed the whole family. He 
and Tom weut on tothe house and Tom walk" 
ed right on in. Aftera few minutes he came 
out on thé piazza and asked for a match, as he 
could find none inside and the lamp was out. 
He went in and staid a few minutes and again 
came .out, Mr. Smith remaining outside. 
Smith asked him how he knew they were dead, 
and Tom replied that he had been around and 
felt of them. Hesaid he had laid his mother 
and sister on the bed, haying found them on 
the floor. His only explanation was 
that he heard the blow that 
killed his father; heard his brother 
Ktichard, who with the younger brother, 
Charlie, were sleeping in the same room with 
Tom, run into his father’s room, and Tom 
heard him struck down. Then he jumped 
from the window and escaped. 

When Tom Woolfolk was brought into the 
room where the father, mother and four chil- 
dren lay, he pointed nonchalantly to the dead 
bodies, deseribing the position they were in 
when he came and felt of them. There 

WAS NOT A QUIVER IN HIS VOICE, 

as he spoke of lifting his mother and sister on 
to the bed. Inthe jury room he broke down 
once or twice, but finally became self-pos- 
sessed, and reiterated the story of the mur- 
der as to]d to the witnesses. He first said he 
heard no ontcry, but afterwards said he heard 
the children crying as he ran off. He told 
how he had returned alone, and felt of 
the bodies to see if they were 
dead, aud howjghe afterwards went out and 
washed the blood off his face, feet and hands 
where he had got it handling the bodies, Hé 
had evidently studied his part well, as he re. 
peated the statements by rote like a school 
boy saying his. lesson. He told how they 
had votived about 9 o’clock and he had washed 
and shaved. When allusions were made 
to the blood found in the rim of his ear this 
morning he tried to explain it away, but he 
had used the significant expression: 

‘‘How could I miss it, when blood was spat- 
tering everywhere?” 

On re-examination he was stripped and the 
faint outline of a bloody hand was discovered 
onhis thigh, He said he probably got. that 
A small vial 
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wee found in the roont two-thirds’ full. 
of a reddish liquid, and after 
much questioning, he acknowledged that 
jt was tincture of cantharides, which had been 


purchased by some fellows with whom he was 


frolicking and thus it came into his posses. 
sion. Attention was called to some dark 
stains on the floor of the room he occupied, 
which had been partially scoured out with 
soap and water, He said he had turned over 
a cup of salts on the floor on Thursday night. 
Tom said that he did not think there was any- 
thing inthe house to tempt robbery and his 
father had no enemies. The lamp. was burn- 
ing when he went to bed but extinguished 
when he returned to the house after the mutr- 
der. 

Samuel Chamberliss, white, was next sworn 
and testified about the same as Smith did. 
He described the appearance of the floor early 
in the morning when it had first been rubbed, 
showing that the murderer had tried to oblit- 
erate the stains. Tom Woolfolk had repeat- 
edly remarked that the bloody foot prints on 
the floor were his, for he had bloodied his feet 
in his father’s room looking at the bodies, 
Mr. Chamberliss heard him when he went to 
the well and drew water to wash himself. 

R. H. Wright keeps a store about two miles 
from the Woolfolks and he testified as to Tom 
purchasing a one cent stamp for cash and a 


two cent stamp and a drink of whisky on credit: 


Friday evening. ‘Mrs. Woolfolk and Tom 
didn’t get along well but for her husband’s 
gake she tolerated him, but he and the chil- 
dren, especially Richard and Pearl, frequently 
disagreed. 

John Owens, colored, testified to hearing 
William Woolfolk remark that the property 
belonged to him and he meant to have it. 

Some little effort was made to prove a con- 
spiracy between Tom Woolfolk and Anderson 
James but it fell through. Solicitor-General 
Hardeman waited on the *jury and advised 
them as to rendering the verdict, and they 
then cleared the room and without djscussion 
unanimously agreed on the following: 

We, the jury “empanelled to hold an inquest on 
these bodies, find that-the nine perscns deceased, 
viz.: R. F. Woolfolk, Sr., Mrs. Mattie Woolfolk, R. 
F. Woolfolk, Jr., Pearl Woolfolk, Annie Woolfolk, 
Rosebud Woolfolk, Charlie Woolfolk, Mattie Wool- 
folk and Mrs. Tempe West, came to their death$ 
‘rom blotvs delivered by an ax, and in our opinion, 
he wounds were inflicted by Thomas Woolfolk and 
the same is murder. W. J. MosELEy, 

Forenan, 
Evidence Conclusive. 

Before the verdict was announced Sheriff 
Westcott, with a small posse, had hurried Tom 
Woolfolk off to Macon. 

It was well they did for while the jury were 
investigating the surroundings, a number of 
men, with pothooks, 

DRAGGED THE WELL, 
which was very deep, and brought up the shint 
that was worn by the murderer last night. It 
was a fac simile of a shirt belonging to Tom 
Woolfolk in the possession of the jury, and 
was all stained with bloed. 

When Tom was examined he had on ashirt 
too large for him, evidently his father’s, the 


sleeves of which had been bloody, -but .the. 


wearer had tried to wash the Stains out. 
When this was found in the well the indigna- 
tion knew no bounds and men publicly ex- 
pressed regret that they had allowed Tom to 
be taken away. Several persons had drank 
freely from the well, [during the day, having 
ghastly garment, hidden 
therein. | ) 

It was not suggested to. the jury, nor did | 
Drs. Holly & Hollis, the physicians, make an 
investigation, but it was darkly hinted that 
Tom Woolfolk added the 

CRIME OF INCESTUOUS RAPE 
on the person of his sister Pearl. On looking 
through the house the bloody towels were dis- 
covered that the murderer washed himself 
with thrust under the bed where the four dead 
bodies lay. 

In Richard Woolfolk’s pants pockets seventy 
cents in change were found, showing that there 
was no robbery. 

William Woolfolk’s sister, Mrs. Cawran, of 
Hawkinsville, and Mrs. Edwards, of East 
Macon, were notified of the tragedy. Mr. 
Thomas Woolfolk, of Jones county, arrived on 
the scene tonight, sadly grieved at the death of 
his brother and family. Old Mr. Ben Howard 
sat heartbroken in the hallway of the desolate 
home today contemplating the. death of his 
daughter and his grandchildren. 

About two thousand people visited the 
scene today, many of them from 
Macon. This afternoon a large crowd of young 
ladies visited the house, all playmates of Miss 
Pearl, and their grief and lamentations were 
heartrending. Captain Woolfolk had a large 
plantation, running about ten plows. That, 
with his city property, was worth about 
twenty-five thousand dollars. 

This evening at six o’clock Undertaker J. J. 
Clay, sent out five hearses and two delivery 
wagons to bring in the nine bodies. The pro- 
cession has never been paralleled in Macon, 
They will bring the bodies to Macon during 
the night to be interred in the Woolfolk bury~ 
ing ground in East Macon tomorrow, 

After the bodies were dressed this evening 
they were laid out in the hallway and in rooms 
and a more heartrending sight was never wit- 
nessed. They had bled so much that they 
looked more like wax figures than human 
beings. 

THE PRISONER INTERVIEWED. 

When I called atthejail this evening, I 
said: 

‘‘Tom, we have found your shirt.” 

‘‘Not mine, I reekon.’’ 

“Yes, wefound it where you put it in the 
well.” 

‘“‘Well, it must have been somebody else’s 
shirt. It was not mine.” 

‘‘Tlow many shirts have you got?” 

“T have two—one out there and the one l 
have on.”’ 

‘‘The one we found is a fac simile of the one 
vou now wear.’ 

“Well, it was not mine. I don’t see why 
you all accuse me of the murder. I had vo 
reason for doing the deed. Isuppose the party 
who did the deed hid the shirt there.”’ 

“So many other circumstances point to your 
guilt, though.’ 

‘Well, I didn’t do it,” he 
never changed color, nor quiyered a muscle 
during the conversation.

ANOTHER CORREsPONDENT. 


Macon, Ga., August 6.—{Special.]—Nine 
dead bodies, each brained with an ax, was 
the sight which greeted the eyes of the people 
of Hazard’s district as they gathered in the 
early morning at the house of Captain Tich- 
ard F, Woolfolk. 

When young Tom Woolfolk, in the hour 
just before dawn, ran through the neighbor- 
hood giving the alarm that he had been driven 
from home, there was no thought of the 
terrible tragedy which awaited them. In the 
house were found the entire family in the em- 
brace of death, save the one who had escaped 
and given the alarm, Ali had been brained 
Withan ax except one, whose head was 


CAPTAIN RICHARD F. WOOLFOLK, aged 54. 

MRS. WOOLFOLK, aged 41. 

RICHAR® F. WOOLFOLK, Jr., aged 2, 

PEARL WOOLFOLK, aged 17. 

ANNIE WOOLFOLK, aged 10, 

ROSEBUD WOOLFOLK, aged 7. 

CHARLES WOOLFOLK, awed 5. 

MATTIE WOOLI OLK, aged 18 months 

MRS, TEMPE. WEST, aged 84. 

THE SCENE IN THE ROOM. 

The beds were clotted with blood and streams 
had run down on the floor and. criss-crossed 
each other so that it was impossible for the tall- 
ers to keep from stepping in it. As they went 
from one room to another a repetition of the 
same sight was seen. Dead bodies laid around 
in ones and twos and threes. The heart grew 
sick and imagination refused to credit itself 
With what it saw. Innocent childhood and 
stalwart manhood, the mother and the babe, 
the father and the son—blooming young wo- 
manhood—all lay there. 

A HECATOMB OF DEATH. 

The scene so overcome the on-lookers that it 
wasan hour before they could take their 
minds off the horror of the occasion and in- 
quire why was the murder, and who was the 
murderer, 

Colonel Woolfolk had no enemies. He was 
& popular citizen—one to whom his neighbors 
looked up. He was tho advisor of the poor 
around him, the benefactor of those who 
needed and the oracle of those who moved in 
higher circles. His family stood among the 
first in this section of Georgia. His children 
were growing up around him in peace’ and joy: 
His daughter, Miss Pearl, had just returned 
from LaGrange Female college, where she 
stood among the first of the graduating class. 
The nrurder of one of the family would 


have been a mystery. The murder of the whole 


family 
SURPASSED ALL BELIEF. 

Who could the murderer be? 

All this time young Tom Woolfolk was 
walking around from room to room. Not a 
tear ever came to-his eye, not a muscle quiv- 
ered in agitation. 


“TI had to jump out of thé window when they. 


came,’’ said he, “or they would have gotton 
me, too,’’ 

“And why did you not defend them?’ he 
was asked. 

“Because they might have killed me,” he 
Said, as casting his eyes down, he began to 
pace the floor again. 

“Gentlemen,” said Major Cicero Tharp, ‘‘I 
am in favor of taking a rope and 


HANGING THAT WRETCH, 
“Tom Woolfolk as I believe, he murdered 


his brothers and sisters.” 
Thus the suspicion which had been forming 
n the minds of all found expression. A hur- 


ried consultation was held, and it was resolved 
y 


to arrest Tom until investigation should estab- 
lish the facts. ‘“‘It’s what I have been waiting 


‘for,’’ he said, stolidly, “‘but I didn’t kill them 


people.” . 

Then it wasthat the neighbors recalled the 
fact that Tom had long been the black sheep 
of the family, that he had been almost driven 
out for fear of his bad influence onfthe others. 

Last March Tom had said, significantly, 
to one of the farm hands, “this is..my prop- 
erty; father has made it over to his wife, but 
she will 

NEVER LIVE TO GET IT,” 

and thus the tangled web} was woven around 

unfortunate young man and the noose be- 
gan to dangle in imagination above his head. 
The story of his domestic relations was such as 
to lend color to the susjficion that he was the 
murderer. Captain Woolfolk had been mar- 
ried twice. By his first wife he had three 
children—Tom, Mrs. Edwards, of East Macon, 
and Mrs. Cowan, of Hawkinsville. For his 
second wife, he took Miss Howard, the daugh- 
ter of Major Ben Howard, agirl of remarkable 
beauty. 

By her were born to him the cffildron who 
were so ruthlessly murdered last night. Tom, 
from the fir8t, was wayward and wilful. To 
his stepmother he was always disrespectful 
returning her approaches with scorn and re 
fusing every kindness offered. 

“She will be sorry she married father yet,’’ 
was a favorite expression. His father, whose 
kindness of heart was great, never punished 
the boy as he ought, and thus he grew up 


UNFILIAL, PERVERSE AND WICKED. 
Captain Woolfolk met with disaster in busi- 


ness and having a large family thought it pru- 
dent to settle upon his wife $25,000 worth of 
property. Before doing so, however, he gave 
his children by his first wife the shares to 
which they were entitled. 

This faet but gave further rein to Tom’s per. 
verse desires. He went into all manner of ex- 
cesses and soon spent all his money. When 
that time arrived he returned to his father’s 
house and made himself at home. His step- 
mother objected strongly to his return on ac. 
count of his bad habits. She was greatly in 
earnest in this opposition, the more especialy 
as her daughter, Miss Pearl, who was now six- 
teen, would be in danger from Tom’s vicious 
disposition. For her sake Mrs. Woolfolk threw 
herself in the way of the graceless young 
scamp, who 

HESITATED AT NO DEBAUCHERY. 
This but emboldened Tom and made him more 
hateful than ever, 
Tom’s Courtship; and Romantic Marriage. 

At the same time Tom began to court Miss 
Georgia Bird, a young lady living near Hol- 
ton. Her friends knowing his character be- 
sought her to dismiss him which she appa- 
rently did only to renew the acquaintance in a 
manner startling if not proper. She went to 
the East Tennessee trainat Holton where she 
was met by Tom. Woolfolk. As soon as the 
train pulled out the passengers were astonished 
to see the couple stand up in the aisle while a 
convenient preacher 

MADE THEM ONE. 

For several weeks the girl was led around 
from pillar to post often spending the days of 
her honeymoon without food. She was finally 
only too glad to quit him and return home 
while Tom sought his father’s house again. 

A Mother's Fears. 

This time he found his half sister, Miss 
Pearl, at home. She had just graduated from 
LaGrange Female college, and had developed 
into a young lady of great grace and beauty. 
Tom evidently admired her, but such admira- 
tioh as he would bestow was exactly what the 
mother did not waut. It seemed asif Tom

in staying around the house, Thos the parties 
to the tragedy are brought face to face.

There are facts which cannot be put in type 
going to show that for several days Tom med- 
itated a most fiendish assault upon his sister. 
The theory formed, and it is not inconsistent 
with the evidence, is that Tom watched for 
an opportunity to enter his sister’s chamber. 
The only alarm heard during the night was 
the ; 

SCREAM OF A WOMAN, 

It was the voice of Miss Pearl as she re- 
sisted the attack of Tom Woolfolk, and break. 
ing from his grasp, rushed to her father’s 
room. 

Secing himself thus in danger of exposure, 


.Tom grasped: an ax which lay near, and en- 


tering his father’s room while the latter slept, 
dealt him the murderous blow. Then, with 
his eyes leering with satisfied revenge, he sent 
the helve 

CRUSHING THROUGH HIS MOTHER'S BRAIN, 
and then turning to the screaming girl, he de- 
spatched her also. 

By this time the other members of the family 
had rushed out into the hall, where one by one 
the murderer, with tiger-like delight, brained 
each one. It was but the work of five minutes 
when five human beings were weltering in 
blood and the only look the murderer could 
get from his victims was the uprolling glance 
of dying agony. 

The Terrible Calm. 

Five minutes of blood and terror succeeded 
by a calm so deathly that even the stirring of 
a blade of grass could be heard. The guilty 
conscience told of detection and the gibbet. 
The fiendish cunning, cultivated by years of 
dissipation, suggested the fixing ofa plan of 
escape. The woman’s scream was heard at 
twoo’clock. For halfanhourthe murderer 
engaged himself in placing the victims in bed, 
so as to create the impression that they had 
been 

MURDERED WHILE ASLEEP. 

The house put to order, the murderer chang 
ed his clothing, hiding his bloody garments. 
He then washed his hands and face, hiding 
the towel with which he wiped himself and 
then 

OUT INTO THE DARKNESS 
he rushed, spreading the alarm that men had 
broken into the house and were murdering the 
inmates. 

The story of the details of the murder,of the 
excited crowds which gathered around, of the 
coroner’s developments,are told elsewhere. But 
ghastly as was the tragedy itself, blood,curdling 
in its details, the last scene of all. is the most 
weird. 

NINE DEAD BODIES TO BE BURIED 
in this city tomorrow made it necessary that 
they should be brought into the city. 

The solemn procession which left the home 
of Captain Woolfolk after dark tonight, wend- 
ing its tortuous,way through country roads into 
the city might well arouse the fears of the su, 
persticious,while the deserted house, darkened 
and blood stained, stands an augury of evil to 
the passer by. 

A Talk With the Suspected Murderer. 

Your correspondent at midnight had an in- 
terview with Tom Woolfolk in Bibb county 
jail, in-which he said: _ 

‘“‘Two hours before day I heard father holler. 
That woke me up. It also woke my brother 
Richard, who was sleeping in the room with 
me. Richard ran in the room where my father 


HE WAS KNOCKED DOWN 

as soon as he entered the room. The window 
was up at my bed, and, being frightened, I 
ran off down to a negro house about 300 yards, 
to get help. I sent immediately after my 
neighbors to come over. Istayed about a hals 
an hour waiting for them. I could not realize 
that my parents were killed. 

“Being impatient waiting for the help, I 
went back to the house by myself to see really 
if they were all killed 

SURE ENOUGH. 

‘*T first entered my father’sgroom. Finding 
my brother Richard lying on the floor I felt of 
him and found that he was dead, and my sister 
Pearly also lying on her back on my father’s 
bed. She slept in an opposite room. 

‘‘My father was lying inghis usual position 
with his head on the pillow. My mother was 
lying with her face downward across the bed, 
with her head on the floor. I raised her up, 
put her upon the bed with the balance, leaving 
the little infant eighteen months old, knocked 
in the head, in the same bed. I also found my 
little brother Charlie lying on the floor in the 
same room dead. 

‘It seems as if 

THEY ALL RAN IN, 

and hearing the noise in the room where my 
father was and were knocked in the head. As 
soon as entering, I suppose, I found the light 
out and blood w was lying in great floods on the 
floor, which I had to wade through. I then 
went into the opposite room, where 1 my smaller 
sisters and Mrs. West slept, finding them dead 
also, and with blood lying in pools all over the 
floor. 

“T then went back and met Mr. Smith, my 
nearest neighbor, who had come over. I sent 
negroes in all parts of the neighborhood, for 
them to come over to my aid. As Mr. Smith 
and Ireached the house, [, having blood all 
over my hands and feet, got-a pan of water and 

WASHED THE BLOOD OFF 
as best I could. 

“Otherscome up, got there just before day. 
Taking a light they went in the house. They 
saw my tracks where I had been in to see my 
parents. They asked me whose tracks they 
were Itoldthem thatthey were mine be- 
cause I had stepped in the blood as I went in. 

‘‘Whoever did the killing certainly must have 
left the room before the blood had time to run 
over the floor, as I could see 

NO OTHER TRACKS EXCEPT MINE. 

‘Then they suspicioned me of killing father 
and mother and sisters and brothers on that 
account, though I 

DID NOT DO THE KILLING. 

*T was alwa x fr iendly with my stepmother 
and the rest of the family. My father was a 
a good Christian man, and had noenemies.’

TOO SLOW WITH THE PAYROLL. 


Central Railroad Employes Demand Their 
Money for the Month. 


SavANNAH, August 6.—[Special.]—Forty 
negroes employed by the Central railroad at 
the Ocean Steamship company’s wharves 
struck this morning. Prior to last May me? 
were always paid off about the fourth of eac 
month. The consolidation of all the lines 
into a system increased the work in the head 
offices here and there was a delay in June and 
July in making out the payrolls. In June the 
men were not paid till the 12th. They com- 
plained and threatened to quit, but were in- 
duced to continue. In July the same 
trouble. was experienced. Today the men 
went to the wharves, but before 
starting to work inquired if they would be 
paid off during the ae They were told that 
they would not be. More than half of them 
refused to go to work. No threats of violence 
were made, and the men soon left the wharves. 
At noon they were notified that they would 
be paid off on Monday, and were informed 
that if they did not then return to work their 
places would be filled. They get one dollar 
and seventy-five centsaday. The company 
ofticials say they will have notrouble to get all 
the new men they want. Hereafter pay day 
will be from the 6th to the 8th of the month. 
The Ocean Steamship company employes who 
work on the wharves alongside the strikers 
are paid off on every week, and no trouble was 
experienced by them. The strikers will 
probably go back on Monday.

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A Diminished Danger. 

‘The appearance of the cotton worm used 
€o be the cause of great alarm to planters, 
but the dread of this pest has been greatly 
Telieved. Though the worm has appeared 
im many parts of the cotton district there is 
mo apprehension of any great loss from his 
ravages. 

The farmers have learned how to deal 
with this voracious little marander. Pro- 
fessor Stubbs recently told an agricultural 
fonvention at Baton Rouge that a pound 
and a half of Paris green, which can be had 
at a very trifling cost, properly applied, 
would destroy the worms on an acre of cot- 
-ton. The New Orleans Times-Democrat 

gays the danger to the crop from this once 
Zatal source is not great. 

The Times says: The cotton worm is no 
fonger the bugbear he was. He is, it is 
true, still troublesome in certain sections, 
where the weather is too damp for cotton 
growing, but taking the true cotton dis- 
trict—that region specially adapted to the 
growth of the staple—the amountof dam- 
age he can do is now very well understood, 
and that damage is restricted to a compara- 
tively small region, and mainly to certain 
plantations, or portions of plantations. 
The worm cannot cut down the crop to any 
appreciable extent, and hence the announce- 
ment of his coming is not likely to modify 
_ estimates being made of the yield. 

There was a time, as we have said, when 
the worm threatened to play the same part 
to the cotton plant that the phylloxera has 
with the vine, but that time is past. We 
know its habits, can foretell its coming and 
prepare for it. 

The crop is in sueh a favorable condition 
foday that the worms will simply thin it 
ont, and there will be all the pickers can 
@o to harvest it unless some misfortune 
should visit it. Some plantations may 
puffer. We hope they will not, but the cot- 
ton worm plays but a small part today in 
@etermining the size of the crop.

Stopping the Inflow of Capital. 

Here is a fact for the legislature to con- 
sider—we trust it will consider it impar- 
tially. 

Some months ago citizens of Towns 
county put in the hands of Mr. W. M. Scott, 
of Atlanta, and his associates, 1,600 acres 
of mineral land to sell. Very rich manga- 
nese deposits were found on the land. The 
owners put their selling price at $30,000, 
although $1,000 would have been a big 
price for the land before its mineral value 
was ascertained. Mr. Scott sold it for 
$40,000 to one of the biggest iron workers 
inthe north. He closed the trrade and 
came to Atlanta to see to putting in a plant 
of $100,000 to work the manganese beds. 
On reaching Atlanta he was told the legis- 
lature had refused a charter to extend the 
Marietta and North Georgia road to At- 
lanta, and he withdrew from the trade and 
returned to Philadelphia. 

This is one case in which the names of 
the parties at interest arefurnished. There 
are dozens of similar cases. It is our firm 
belief that the country along the Marietta 
and North Georgia road is richer in miner- 
als than the territory of any road of similar 
length in America. Already $2,000,000 has 
been invested in the marble industry alone.

his poy was contiuued up to 1876, when an act 
was »y the general assembly giving to the 
Marietta and North Georgia Railroad company two 
hurdrediand fifty convicts for a term of three years 
to be used in grading their road. This wasdone to 
assist in the construction ofa railroad into a section 
of country that greatly needed the help, and whose 
»ple were not able to build without aid. All the 
mulance of the convicts, except two bundred and 
fifty for three years, the governor was authorized 
and instructed to lease to one or more comy anies to 
be used in mining, working on railroads, brick 
making, and other pursuits mentioned in the sta- 
tute, including farming on plantation where the 
penitentiary might be located. The convicts under 
his authority were leased by the governorto the 
three companies numbers one, two and three, 
as provided in said contracts for a term 
of twenty years, for a rental of five hun- 
dred thousand dollars, tobe paid in twenty annual 
installments « f twenty-five thousand dollars each. 
The new lease went into effect the first day of April, 
1879, and has run now over eight years. The 
Marietta and North Georgia railroad company were 
not able to complete the railroad with two hundred 
and fifty convicts to the North Carolina line within 
the three years allowedthem by the statute, and 
the legislature passed a — resolution dated 2¢th 
of September, 1883, making a new grant of two 
hundred and fifty convictsto the company for the 
full space of three years, or until the main line of 
said railroad is completed to the North Carolina 
me with two branches mentioned in the resolu- 
tion. 

Penitentiary companies number two and three 
filed their objection, alleging these facts, showing 
the authority ofthe governorof the state to lease 
the convicts and that he had leased them, that the 
three companies to whom they were leased were 
entitled to the use ofthem for twenty years from 
the time the lease commenced to run, with the sin- 
gle exception of the two hundred and fifty for three 
years which were granted tosaid company in the 
original act as above mentioned, and alleging 
that the legislature had no right 
to make an additional grant and turn over the con- 
victs to the Marietta and North Georgia railroad, to 
which they were entitled as lessess,and on which 
they were paying rental. This case went to the 
supreme court, andthe supreme court having had 
the case before them three or four times on different 
qué@tions, finally rendered a decision covering the 
whole question. 

_ They held that the leasesto the three companies 
Were authorized by law and were valid and binding 
both upon the state and the lessees, that the legisla- 
ture had a right to lease the labor of its convicts as 
it had dore in this case, reserving the power of 
police reguiation overthem. The court ruled that 
the legislature and goyernor had made that reserva- 
tion in this lease, and that the lessees acquired a 
vested right, or property, in the laborof the con- 
victs; that the legislature has no right to disregard 
or annul, unless it becomes necessary to take the 
roperty which they. have in the use of the convicts 
or public use, and that it can then only be done by 
paying to the lessees just compensation for their 
property.

tilthe end of the lease. Andas the lessees have 
acquired legal rights of property in the labor 
of the convicts the constitution 
of the state, and of the United States, 
it is the duty of cach member of the legislature and 
officer of the state, who is sworn tosupport the con- 
stitution of the state of Georgia, and of the United 
States, to uphold and. support the contract of lease 
until it has been legally terminated. 

It is nota question therefore, what the state will 
do with the convicts at present. She has done all 
she can do, so far asthe contract is concerned, ex- 
cept to see that it is faithfully exeeuted both by her 
officers and by the lessees. Ina subsequent article, 
I will quote portions of the decision of the supreme

Dr. T. V. Goodspeed, a resident practitiones 
of this place, reports that on yesterday mornin 
about 2 o’clock, as he. was returning home from 4 
sick call in the country, he witnessei one of the 
strangest phenomenal sights ever witnessed here 
About a mile and a half south of Galt he witnesse® 
the fall of a huge meteor. The transient luminoug 
body dropped from above like a streak of lightning.

“It was a grand sight,” 
the doctor says, “although almost instantaneous.”” 
The water splashed a hundred feet high, and whey 
the spray had cleared away the slough seemed t@ 
bubble and sizzle asif a quntity of molten metay 
had been pouredintoit. A quantity of steam 
vapor was produced that befogged the slough. The 
morning was very bright, however, and the docto8 
says: “Afterthe slough cleared off a little I could 
perceive a yellowish vapor emitting from the water 
where the meteor fell.

THE BICYCLE RACE FROM FAIRBURN, 


A 19 Mile Race Over a Country Road in Sight 
of the Railroad to be Run on the 16th. 

It is definitely settled that the road race for 
bicyclists, will be run on August 16th. There 
has been somo delay, as tha West I oint road 
was unable to mame a day at which it could 
run the excursion train. 

Mr. Cecil Gabbitt telegraphed on yesterday: 

Mr. H. W. Grady.—The West Point read will ran 
excursion train for the bicycle race from empime 
on Aueust 14 The train will leave Atlanta at .. 
o'clock, reach Fairburn at four oO ete : ae 
with the bicyclists and reach Atlanta at about 0:00, 
The fare will be filly cents for the round trip. 

The country road from Fairburn to Atlanta 
runs directly along side the railroad, so that 
passengers on the excursion train can see the 
race almost every foot of the way, The Fair- 
burn road is the best cone? road running out 
of Atlanta, and itis likely that the winner of 
the race will make the nineteen miles in an 
hour and thirty minutes. 

There will be at least ten entries and per- 
haps more. The Atlanta Bicycle club has ap- 

ointed a committee on handicaps. All hand- 
amen shall be on time, and every rider must 
wheel the nineteen miles. The handicap limit 
is thirty minutes. The weaker riders will he 
started at four o’clock, and the new riders will 
be sent off as their handicap. decrees. At 4:30 
the last riders will start and with them the ex- 
cursion train. Then for nineteen miles and 
for an hour and a half will be seen the 
prettiest race ever run in Georgia. Each bi- 
cyclist in uniform, and wearing his colers can 
be watched from the train, and as one after 
another of the handicappers are overtaken At- 
lanta will be neared, and the chances are that 
nearly every rider will be in at the finish. 

There are three medals to be contested for. 
The first costs fifty dollars, the second twenty- 
five dollars and the third fifteen dollars. The 
race isopen to any amateur rider inside of 
Georgia, but entries must be made by August 
12th.

True Inwardness of the Latter’s Attack Upon 
the Lunatic Asylum, 

Strate Lunatic ASYLUM, NEAR MILLEDGE 

VILLE, Ga., August Sth, 1887.—Editors Constitu- 


'ton: A bill hastbeen introduced in the general 
| assembly by Dr. Kenan, cf Baldwin county, to In- 


crease the number of trustees of the lunatic asylum, 
one from each congressional district and one from 
the state at large. Also to change the time of elec- 
tion of officers, etc., for the institution. From read- 
ing his views on, and arguments for the bill, you 
will more than likely be impressed with an erroneous 
idea, and that is, that Dr. Kenan has the interest or 
welfare of the institution at heart. Such is not the 
fie’. Heis simply trying to carry out a threat made 
against the superintendent, Dr. Powell, when he, 
Kenan, was put outof the institution by the trus- 
tees, by the recommendation of a comm i'tee from 
the general assembly, composed of eight members, 
three from the senate, and five from the house— 
such men as Gustin from Bibb, Dr. P:.u’ of Calhoun, 
Yow from Franklin, from the senate; and Crenshaw 
of Troup, Humber of Putnam, Hawkes from 5um- 
ter, MeWhorter of Oglethorpe; and Johnson of 
Baldwin, from the house. 

Now can any one suppose forone moment, thata 
committee, comyosed of such gentlemen, would do 
an injustice to any one? No, far from it. 

In the year 1S82 there were some insinuations 
made by Kenan himrelf, that something was wrong 
in the management of the lunatic asylum, and the 
result was this committee, named above, were ap- 
pointed and sent down during the recess of the leg- 
islature to investigate. They came and spent nine 
days, looking carefully into every department 
and after a thorough examination, made a 
report, in which they complimented the superin- 
tendent and his general management in the highest 
terms. aid the othe? officers, with one exception, 
and that one was tle first assistai.t physician, Dr. 
Thomas H. Kenan. They found him guilty no! 
y of neglect ofduty, insubordination, gross ™._s- 
@ nduct, but ‘‘want of veracity, too much intimacy 
with female attendants, borrowing money frm at- 
tendants and patients, to the serious detriment of 
that discipline, which should exist in said asylum,” 
and reco nmendedand urged the trustees to haVe a 
meeting and correct the evil. 

This the trustees did, by failing to elect Dr. Kenan 
as an officer. He left the institution with the threat, 
‘I will eet even with them,’ and ever sin:e he has 
be: nh seekine tO GO 8O. 

Soon after leaving the institution he becamea 
candidate for the legislature, submitted his claims 
to a democratic nomination, but was defeated by a 
large majority by the Hon. Richard N. Lamar. 
After this he comes out as an independent candi- 
date, refused togo into a democratic nomination, 
and did but little else for two years but elec- 
tioneer for the office, promising any and everything 
tosutthe yoter; promised the negroes to have a 
law enacted to raisetheir wages to one dollar a day 
forall common laborers; promissd to burst up the 
prohibition act; promised two different candidates, 
or their friends, to vote for both. To some enemies 
of the lunatie asylum, orrather soreheads, to regu- 
late or burst up the institution; promised to raise 
the wages of employes, and decrease salarics of of- 
ficers. To friends of the institution he promised to 
do the institution and its officers no harm—in this 
way be was elected by a small majority, utilizing 
the nevro vote. 

His spite is principally against Dr. Powell, the 
suye“intendent, andthe trustees; but he has also 
animosity against the sub-officers, for swearing the 
truth when put upon oath by the committee. 

Messrs. Lditors, his conduct while an ollicer of the 
lunatic asylum, was dark in the ex.reme, but the 
investigation brought tt to light; this is where the 
shoe pinches. He has no love for the institution, or 
its oficers, but has sworn vengence. The bill was 
gotten upto venta vile spleen. He thinks by its 
enactment it will get the institution into poise. 

In an interview with a reporter a few days since 
he quotes an article which appered inthe Macon 
Telegraph some time since, by one Tobesofikee, urg- 
ing the necessity of an increase of trustees, and pre- 
tending to be an honest criticism of the annual re- 
prt of the trusteesand superintendent of the In- 
natie asylum, but was nothing more or less, accord- 
ing to his own confession, than an attempt to 
further his own interest, as he was at the time an 
applicant for trustceship of the asylum, and sought, 
by finding fault and misrepresentations, to get in 
the board himself, and Lo do 
as Kenan’s friend, for he (Kenan) 
very much interested in his appointment. If 
members of the levislature understand Dr. Kevan, 
his aim and maliciousness, seeking vengeance upon 
br. Powell, the trustees and his sub-oiiicers, trying 
to get an increase of trustees, ete.,and inthat way 
to barrass and aumoy, and, may be, get some of the 
officers changed without cause or charge, lam sat- 
isfied they will never pa‘stie bill. Everyone famil- 
iar with the history of the asylum and its workings 
since Dr. Kenan left knows that. its management 
is equal and superior to a majority of the 
state institutions of its kind in the United States an 
Canada. But why object toan increase of trus- 
tees, etc? Because, in the first place, it would be 
more than apt todrift the institution into politics. 
Candidates for governor, to further theirown ele 
tion, might promise and appoint men unsuited for 
the position. A trustee should be one who feels an 
interest and has sympathy for suffering himanity— 
not one who wishes the en simply tor the Salary. 
Again, it would bea useless expense of eighteen 
bundred dollars per annum, which would be the

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A NORTHERN OPINION. 


Mixed Schools in the South--A Letter From 
Rev, Dr. A. D, Mayo, 

Boston, Mass., August 1,—Editors Consti- 
tution: Itis with no special desire for public ex- 
pression that I call attention to the following item, 
from your journal, which has just fallen under my 
observation: 

Rey. A.D, Mayo, a republican and an original 
abolitionist, who knows more about the schoo tys- 
tems of the south than a.ybody, isopposed to mixed 
schools, 

Whatever may be my qualifications for impartial 
judgment on this subject, justice to myself seems to 
demand a full statement of my opinions and the 
reasons thereof. Whether wise or-otherwise, they 
are the result of careful observation and are held 
with a single eye to the interests of universal edu- 
Ca’ ion, 

I hold that an essential duty of the people of every 
American state is to offer to every child the oppor- 
tunity of that edi @ tional training which bears on 
good citizenship; the extent to be measured by its 
ability. All questions of organization, methods and 
supervision are subordinate. Thus, while every 
state of the union has now a public school system on 
the ground; all agre:iag in this essential, the schools 
of each state, in various ways, reflect the opinions 
and ability of the people. All these peculiarities 
are the result of practical experiment, and fairly 
represent the settled conviction of the school pub- 
lic—that boly of intelligent, progressive and influ- 
ential people, on whose watchful interest and fidel- 
ity the common school so largely depends. 

The sixteen states,once known as the fifteen slave 
states, have established their new public schools on 
the basis of the separation of the two races in the 
work of instruction. Afteralong and careful ob- 
servation of these schools, in every state, 1 see that 
this arrangement was absolutely necessary to the 
establishment and is now an absolute condition of 
their support. Solhave always maintained that 
the southern school public, in this matter, has been 
guided by an honest desire to promote the cause of 
universal education and has taken the only path 
open for the permanent establishment ofthe com- 
mon sehool. During these years of observation 
have seen the growing effort.of the publie school 
authorities to do justice to all children, with a fair 
measure of success. JI have everywhere borne tes- 
timony to this work of educational upbui!lding in 
the south, during the past twenty years—a work 
unparalleled in its magnitude and significance in 
the history of educationin any age or land. Tue 
main hindrance tothis effort appears to me the 
financial inability of the majority of these states to 

place on the ground, in one generation, in their 
present circumstances, the public school system 
needed to educate their people. Today, a full third 
of those needing instruction in these states are in no 
school and not one-half cnioy schooling more than 
four rhonths a year, fora briefterm of years, often 
under great disabilities. ] see no 
relief save in national aid, which shall 
supplement and stimulate the efforts of the eople. 
The Blair bill appropriates $60,000,000 of the $77,- 
000,000 proposed to these states which educate the 
races in separate schools; with the sole condition of 
a per capita distribution of the funds to ali chil- 
dren. The congress ofthe Unitcd States, in] k> 
manner, for years, has voted half the expense of the 
=, schools of Washington, D. C.; respecting the 
ocal peg tote for the separation of the races in 
the school house. 

While I claim forthe southern school public of 
each state the right to ce ide this, as all questions 
of public school ed ninistration, with the one con- 
dition of the maintenance of the civil rights of all 

I claim, also, for the school pub- 
of the northern states the same 
These states are now, in succession, alto ish- 
ing all distinctions and coming to edueate their 
children together in the common school. TI e-tate 
of Ohio was the last to adopt this policy. i sup- 
pose, in the majority of these states, not only the 
public schools, but the leading collegiate, academi- 
cal and professional institutions are open to siu lents 
of every sort. This policy has been a success and 
has wrought no har — toany class. The south 
has greatly  rofited thereby fr.m the large number 
of able colored teachers educated in the north, who 
have returned home to work for their own p2ople. 

I claim the same respect for the nemthern school 
public in this suecessiul experiment asl cheerfully 
accord to the sc] O»l pnblic of the s uth. The com- 
mon school can only be maintained in our country 
by the mutual endeavor of the school publie to ap- 
preciat: local conditions. And, while the s*hcol 
men of every state shculd provoke each other to 
g: Ol works, they should 1 m-mber that the Ameri- 
can common school can only be navigated in a 


broad sea and only Ly mutual understanding and 


mutual helpfulness C:n we edueate thechildren. I 
believe, more firmly every day, that the growing 
en ightenment and uplifting of the masses, ‘throu h 
the education of the Rena, the head and the baad 
that makes for good citizenship, is the only assu- 
ranee (f the final settlement of all vexed questio: 
which arise from the blending of somany elemcn s 
in the population of the republic. 

But, while I hold that the state should grant sup- 
port to schools of which it reserves the right of 
supervision, under the general public school system, 
I also understand that the success of universal edu- 
cation in our country is largely involved in its elabo- 
rate system of private instruction. With a few ex- 
ceptions this includes the whole department of the 
higher college and university, and a large portion 
of the secondary schools; with a great variety of 
family, church, private, c rporate, professional, in- 
dustrial and artistic establishments. Beyond this 
the wonderful new Chantaugua system is bringing 
the Protestant Sunday school work into the methods 
of the common school, With thisis connected the 
whole. machinery of public libraries, reading circles 
aud the lecture system. 

This vast realm of education is now outside lezis- 
lative contio! «r sup} ort: a world of freedom: where 
every man, family, chuch, gioup of people and 
corporation, uncer the :o'e condition of obedience 
t» the law of the laid, has full liberty of organiza- 
tion, instrccticn and edm ni tration. Our public 
school owes the general a:quie-e@ nee and support of 
the ye >ple largely tothe opportunity thus offered to 
every citizen to e@liucate bis children in his o,n 
way, without appeal to the state. This department 
of our educational life may be called the safety 
valve of the whole machine. With- 
out it, popular opinion, working 
through legislative bodies would perpet- 
ually trample on the most sacred right of the parent 
andthe family, with constant danger of violating 
the rights of conscience; in forcing edueation into 
intolerable mechanism and making the public 
schoo] the most hateful agency of political partisan- 
ship, religious fanaticism, social intolerance and 
barbaric prejudice. 

The American people have so far resolved, that 
this most important department of American edu- 
cation shall only be beld amenable to the reculating 
imfluence of publie opinion, represented in the per- 
sonal, social, religious and economical status of the 
public that supports these schools. I am not 
aware that any serious attempt has 
been mie, by the legislature of any 
state, interfere with this large freedom 
of private instraction. To attempt this,on any pre- 
text,or to secure any supposed advantage, would set 
a‘precedent that would rapidly develop into a habit 
of legislative interference, involving alike the fate 
of public and private education. It has been wisely 
held that pubilie opinion can be safely left to deal 
with the eccentricities and evils of this liberty of 
private instruction so closely bound up with freedom 
of speech and the press,and the sacred rights of 
religious belief and worship.

GONE TO PIECES. 


Nashville Fails to Ante Up and Is Expelled 
~The League Disbands Next Tuesday. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., August 6.—[Special.]— 
The agony is over, The directors of the Nash- 
ville Baseball association met tonight and de- 
termined to withdraw their club from the 
Southern league. In doing this they forfeit 
the $1,000 which they deposited at the open- 
ing of the season, as a guarantee that they 
would finish out the season, and also their 
membership fee. This loss is, however, a- 
small thing compared with the showing made 
by the association’s bank account for the sea- 
son. The men who undertook the risky ven- 
‘ture of supplying Nashville with base ball may 
be criticised for some things, but certainly not 
for close-fistedness. Their losses for the sea- 
son will aggregate very nearly, if not quite, 
$10,000, and it would have cost them several 
thousand dollars more to have finished the sea- 
son. The following players were given their 
release: Kelley, Masran and Gibson, pitch- 
ers; Nicholas, Hayes and Mannion, catchers; 
Firle, first base; Burks, short-stop; Bradley,” 
third; Clinton, teider and Hogan, 
fielders. They are all good men. 

An interview with President Morrow devel- 
oped the following: The Nashville baseball club 
disbanded today and the players will be paid 
off in full next Monday, and will be given their 
release. Several days ago President Morrow 
served written notice on the presidents of the 
Nashville and Memphis baseball clubs that if 
they didn’t pay their July league dues on or 
before August 6th, that he would declare their 
franchise forfeited. These dues were payable 
July 10th and both clubs named had failed to 
pay. The Memphis club failed to pay their 
league dues for June until after July 10th, and 
President Morrow insisted that the dues must 
be paid promptly. 

The Nashville club failed to pay today and 
President Morrow has declared their franchise 
forfeited. The Memphis club paid their July 
dues today by telegraph and thus saved them- 
selves by onty a few hours. A League meet- 
ing has been called by President Morrow and 
will convene at Birmingham next Tuesday, 
August 9th. Itis more than likely that the 
League will disband. President Morrow ex- 

yresses no surprise. at theaction of the 
Nashville club, and has predicted for a month 
past that they would not pull through the sea- 
son. There is now more than eight thousand 
dollars in the league treasury, which will be 
divided equally between the four remaining 
clubs.

nt manner that made a good impression upon 

e committee. Captain Donelson said that it 
gost from 35 to 37 cents per day to.maintain 4 
ponvict; this estimate includes every expense, 
gven thatofthe pay of the guards and the 
medical attention. 

He said he worked eighty men and about 

rty mules, that all the convicts did not be- 
oe to Fulton county, some being hired from 
neighboring counties, those costing about $3.50 
her month. Captain Donelson declared that 

e had been working the convicts nearly 
eleven years and during that 
time had macadamized between 
fifteen and twenty miles of county roads, kept 
the entire road systems of the county in order, 
and had done a great deal of grading in and 
about the city of Atlanta. 

THE WAY THE CONVICTS WERE WORKED. 

Captain Donelson said that the men and 
women were confined at night in different 
apartments, that they did not work together, 

e women being placed at the cooking and 
the washing. No illegitimate children had 
ever been born in the county camp. Convict 
labor, he thought, was more protitable than 
free labor. More work can be gotten out of 
them ; it is more certain. It would cost nearly 
three times as much to macadamize a certain 
oad with free labor as it would with convict 
abor. Hesaid he could conveniently work 

5) convicts on the Fulton county roads, and 
that such a number could be employed to a 

reat advantage and profit. Long term con- 

icts are now preferable to short term men. 
Captain Donelson described in detail the 
methods employed in the management of the 
county convicts. 
COMMISSIONER C. W. HUNNICUTT. 

The next witness was Commissioner C. W. 
Hunnicutt, who said Fulton county was glad 
to hire convicts from other counties at $3.50 

rmonth. He said convict labor was to free 
abor as three to one; possibly more valuable 
than that. 

In six years we have done at least $125,000 
worth of work for Atlanta with the convicts, 
besides what we have done on the county-roads. 
Real estate has been advanced one million 
dollars in six years because of the work done 
on the roads leading into the city. Our roads 
are in better condition than they have ever 
been. With 250 convicts, we could in ten 

ears macadamize evé ry road in the county. 

he increase in real estate values with roads 
in good order would be something enormous. 
As an illustration of the value of good roads, 
Jand that could not be soldafew years ago, 
pow readily brings $50 per acre. You cannot 
exaggerate it when you speak of the value of 
good roads to a county. 

By Mr. Harrison—You have some know}l- 
edge, Mr. Hunnicutt of the state. 

Mr. Hunniecutt—Oh, yes! JI know that 
Macon 1s in Georgia. 

This answer created a laugh at Mr, Harri- 
gon’s expense, it appearing that Mr. Hunni- 
cutt thought that gentleman was from Macon:

THE VALUE OF THE COUNTY PLANT. 

Mr. Hunnicutt went on to say that the 
plant of the county that had to be bought in 
order to establish the convicts originally 
cost $12,300, but that by reason of the roaa- 
work it had increased in value to $22,000.

COLONEL GEORGE W. ADAIR SPEAKS. 

Colonel George W. Adair next took the 
ptand, and in reply to questions said in sub- 
stance as follows: 

“The work of the convicts upon the Fulton 

unty roads has been eminently satisfactory. 
he roads have been generally placed in good 
order, and the farmers and truck growers have 
been enabled to get their produce to town with 
but very little trouble. Land along 
roads that have been macamized 
has increased from three to five 
hundred per cent,’’ and here Colonel] 
Adair gave illustrations of that fact. ‘‘Allout 
On the East Point road, the MeDon- 
Ough, the Peachtree, Decatur and out 
Howell’s Ferry road, the value of land has 
increased largely: As compared with lands 
bot on well worked roads, the difference in 
Value is great. I tell you, gentlemen, the 
macadamized country road has been a very 
powerful factor in dAtlanta’s wonderful 
prosperity. 

THE PLEA FOR CRIMINALS.

Colonel Adair spoke forcibly and to the 
point; he was earnestly in favor of the em- 
ployment of convicts on the public roads and 
was positive that immense benefit would re- 
sult. 

DR. WILSON ALSO TALKS. 

Dr. Wilson, the chairman of the county 
commissioners, said that he and all the mem- 
hers of the commission favored the Bray bill, 
which allows Fulton county to work her con- 
victs on public roads. He said the bill had 
been approved by the county commissioners, 
and had, infact, been gotten up at their re- 
quest. The bill was intended for oné county, 
but he was willing to see it a general law. He 
spoke in accord with the sentiments advanced 
by the other witnesses, and declared that the 
work of the convicts in Fulton county had not 
been overestimated. 

The sub-committee concluded to extend the 
time of taking testimony until next Monday 
afternoon, at which time two very important 
witnesses will be present. Sensational devel- 
opments are expected. 


The committee adjourned until then. 
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THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE, 


Contract Closed for Daily Markets by Wire— 
Service to Commence on Monday. 


Attracted by the sound of “clickers,”’ a 
CONSTITUTION reporter turned into the cham- 
ber of commerce yesterday, where he found 
Secretary Welch engaged in cleaning up the 
bulletin boards. 

“What's up?’ was asked. 

“Well, if you will just step in on 
you can get the tone of the markets.’ 

‘‘You haveclosed a contract then with the 
telegraph company ?” 

‘Yes, sir, the contract has been closed and 
these instruments were put in this morning to 
be in readiness for use on Monday.”’ 

“What quotations does your contract in- 
clude ?”’ 

“Full Chicago grain, produce, live stock, 
etc., and New Orleans, New York and Liver- 
pool cotton, also coffee quotations. We will 
get full reports every thirty minutes, and you 
see we are putting in bulletin boards in order 
to post all reports as rapidly as received.” — 

“So the public will have the benefit of daily 
telegraphic market quotations and reports?” 

‘‘No, sir, not the public; only members of 
the chamber of commerce and 
such non-residents as may be 
introduced by members: Under the 
provisions of our by-laws, as well as the con- 
ditions of our contract with the telegraph 
company, other persons cannot be allowed to 
use the quotations received.’’ 

‘‘What will be the effect of your market re- 
ports on the chamber of commerce ?’’ 

“Tt will evidently infuse new life into the 
organization. Forinstance,many members have 
even grown indifferent tothe extent of not 
keeping their quarterly dues paid up prompt- 
ly, feeling that they were not getting any ben- 
efits from their membership. There has been 
a desire on the part of many for some time, 
and especially since Mr. Phelan closed up, 
that the chamber of commerce should again 
take the telegraphic market reports. Presi- 
dent Lowry, Mr. W. A. Griffin, chairman 
floor committee, and Mr. 8. F. Woodson, 
member of same committee, and also of the 
board of directors, have for some weeks been 
actively interesting themselves in the matter, 
and this is the result of their efforts. Mem- 
bers willnow pay up their dues more cheer- 
fully, and there will be a demand for member- 
ship. Already pending the negotiations, 
which has been known tosome extent, there 
have been anumber of memberships trans- 
ferred to parties, either desirous’ to 
use them or hold them on spéculation, and the 
collection of dues has therefore been much 
easier than formerly. You see a membership 
can not be transferred until all dues are paid 
u », 2? 

‘‘Does not the by-laws provide any penalties 
for non-payment of dues?” 

“Oh, yes, the by-laws provides that if a 
member fails for thirty days to pay his quar- 
terly dues, itis the duty of the secretary to 
notify him that unless the amount is paid 
within the next thirty days his membership 
certificate will be cancelled and he will, ac- 
cording to the authority of the charter, forfeit 
allinterest and rights in the organization. 
The directors, however, have not strictly en- 
forced this rule in the. past. It was 
not deemed expedient to do so. sut in 
the future it will, no doubt, be strictly enforc- 
ed, as a matter of justice to the prompt paying 
mem bers.’’ 

“Would not this reduce the membership 
very materially ?’’ 

“Notatall. You see the majority of the 
members already pay promptly. Some few 
may be cancelled, but all members of the 
chamber of commerce are sagacious business 
men. They will at once recognize the general 
benefits to be derived from the new life blood 
infused into the organization, and the fact will 
be potent to them that whether they are indi- 
vidually interested in any branch of commerce 
or not, they hold, in their membership, a pro 
erty that will become valuable, and they will 
have too much wisdom to see it cancelled for 
the non-payment of the nominal amount of 
dues fixed by the by-laws.” 

From what is learned from other officers and 
members of the chamber of commerce, it looks 
asifthe organization is about entering upon 
an era.of usefulness which will result in fulfill- 
ing its objects and greatly benefiting the: city 
generally. The hall of the chamber will, 
doubtless, be a popular resort for members in 
the future, and they will find great benetits 
resulting froim meeting daily together.

Governor Gordon Yesterday Par- 
doned Three Convicts. 


A $10,000.00 DAMAGE SUIT FILED. 


Items of Interest Picked up About the State 
House, the Court House, and the 
City Hall Yesterday, Ete. 


Governor Gordon took action yesterday in 
three applications for pardon, and being satis- 
fied that all the cases demanded the exercise 
of executive clemency, he issued orders for the 
discharge of the three convicts. A ten 
thousand dollars damage suit was filed yester- 
day against the Central Railroad and Banking 
company. Other matters of interest about the 
different departments will be found below. 


The Governor and His Cabinet. 


YESTERDAY WAS A BUSY day at the execu- 


tive office. Governor Gordon reached the 
office early in the morning and immediately 
began to devote his attention to the numerous 
matters on his desk demanding notice.. There 
were numerous applications for pardon, and 
several that had been under consideration for 
several days. These the governor was anx- 
ious to decide, and during the morning be- 
stowed considerable attention upon them. In 
three cases he concluded there was ground for 
executive clemency, and orders were given 
that the pardons should be made out. In the 
afternoon, the papers were signed and liberty 
was granted three individuals who, in all 
probability, will be intensely grateful for the 
same. No bills were sent the governor to be 
signed yesterday. Early next week the en- 
grossing clerks will doubtless have quite & 
number ready for executive consideration. — 

AT THE JANUARY TERM of Bartow superior 
court in 1884, Cary Penley was indicted, tried, 
and convicted of robbery from the person, 
and sentenced to five years in the penitentiary. 
The evidence showed that the man had in- 
timidated a woman into giving him $5 by 
threatening to assault her. Penley 1s repre- 
sented as being of weak intellect, and has 
been confined for three years in the niten- 
tiary. The friends of Penley have asked the 
governor to pardon him on the ground that he 
has been sufticiently punished. The applica- 
tion is signed by the superior court judge, the 
solicitoe-peeteeel, the attorney who prosecuted, 
the sheriff, deputy, jailor, clerk of court, 
grand and traverse jurorsof the July term, 
1887, representatives in the general assembly, 
congressman from the seventh district, mem- 
bers of the bar,and many leading citizens. 
All things considered, Governor Gordon con- 
cluded to pardon the man, and on yesterday 
directed Principal Keeper Towers to have Pen- 
ley forthwith diecharsed, | 

A PARDON WAS GRANTED yesterday to Lou- 
isa Jones, a colored woman, convicted at the 
August term, 1886, of Polk county superior 
court of bigamy, and sentenced to two years at 
hard labor in the penitentiary. The case was 
one for executive clemency, inasmuch as the 
woman was advised by one who should not 
have gotten her in the trouble, to do the deed 
that caused her confinement. Louisa had 
been abandoned by her husband, and for three 
years she§had heard nothing of him. An op- 
gritos to get married presenting itself, 

,ouisa asked @ man whose advice she very 
highly respected, if the law would permit her 
to marry under the circumstances. The 
reply was that when a husband absented 
himself «three ‘years, the abandoned 
wife was at full liberty to marry again, and 
Louisa believing this, fotlowed her inclinations 
and carried out the advice. The result was 
that her first husband tyxning up, she was in- 
dicted for bigamy, and veld technically guilty 
was sentenced totwo years in the penitentiary. 
She having served one year, and her pardon 
being asked by a number of prominent and in- 
tiuential people, as well as by a large number 
of citizens, and in viéw of the peculiar facts in 
the case, the governor directed the principal 
keeper yesterday to have her forthwith dis- 
charged. 

Tom HARRISON WAS convicted at the Octo- 
ber term 1883, of the superior court of Stew- 
art county of burglary, and was sentenced to 
hard labor in the penitentiary for 18 yeaas. 
His crime consisted in breaking into a mill 
house owned by Hon. T. L. Wimberly, and 
stealing therefrom property to the value of 
$3.05 belonging to George Usher. The appli- 
cation for pardon was indorsed by the owner 
of the mill and by the man from whom the 
property was stolen. The application was 
signed by a large number of leading citizens. 
Also, in view Of the fact that Harrison has 
served four years of his long term already, and 
also because of the fact that the punishment 
was considered by many as entirely too severe 
for the small amount of property involved, but 
principally for the reason that Harrison has 
already ,been sufficiently punished, the gov- 
ernor on yesterday ordered the principal keep- 
er to direct Harrison’s discharge. — 

THE FOLLOWING MATTERS were attended to 
yesterday at the executive department: E. 
G. Ware forwarded his resignation as member 
of the board of education of Oconee county. 
It is probably that within the next few days 
the proper orders will be taken whereby the va- 
cancy will be filled. Mr. B. T. Rawlins, the 
newly elected tax collector in Washington 
county forwarded his bond to the governor 

esterday. ‘Fhe bond was properly passed upon 
o the Washington county ordinary and the 
governor ordered the same to be received and 
tiled. A reward was prepared yesterday for 
the arrest and delivery of a man in the lower 
part of the state who had committed the crime 
of rape upon the person of his aunt, but there 
being some doubt as to the correct names of 
the parties involved the matter of proclaiming 
the reward was postponed until the authorities 
of the county in which the crime had been 
committed could be communicated with. 

COMPTROLLER-GENERAL WRIGHT On yes- 
terday received the annual digests from the 
following counties: Lincoln county returns 
$662,630, an increase of $5,020; Clayton count 
returns $1,318,713, an increase of $22,552; Etf- 
fingham county returns $933,532, an increase 
of $113,635. The total increase yesterday wa- 
$141,207, which added to the $3,819,598 pre 
viously received, makes a grand increase up to 
date of $3,968,805. Only one county that has 
unusually large valuations has made returns 
so far, that being Chatham. When the re- 
turns from Fulton, Richmond, Bibb, Musco- 
gee, Floyd, Clarke and others arrive, a large 
increase will be noted. 

TREASURER HARDEMAN went home yesterday 
afternoon feeling very unwell. He has been 
suffering from some catarrhal affection for 
some time, but it has been unusually trouble- 
some for the last few days. At the treasury 
yesterday no warranrs of any consequence 
were paid. Thirty-five dollars was received 
from the tax collector of Worth coun- 
ty for special taxes for the year 1887. 
Assistant Treasurer Speer paid out about one 
thousand dollars yesterday in sums of various 
amounts to members of the general assembly. 
The members generally draw what is due them 
on Saturday. None everfanticipate their pay. 
The legislature costs nearly one thousand dol- 
lars per day. Some members draw their en- 
tire pay at the end of the session, but the num- 
ber is comparatively few compared to those 
who keep well up with their pay. 

COMMISSIONER HENDERSON on yesterday

The Succession of Misfortunes that Have 
Fellowed His Withering Curse. 

Lawyér Charles Reed, who defended Gar-. 
field’s assassin, attempted to commit suicide on Sat 
urday by jumping from a North river ferry boat. 
The Washington correspondent of the New York 
World thus discourses concerning Guiteau and those 
who participated in his trial: 

After the assissin Guiteau had been convicted and 
sentenced by the court to be hanged for killing 
President Garfield, he stood up in his place and pro- 
nounced a withering curse on every cne connected 
with his uiil. Little was thought of it at the time. 
It was regarded as a fitting climax of his ravings 
throughout that remarkable case. Guiteau declared 
that misfortune would attend every one connected 
with his trial. Since then Guiteau’s curse has im- 
pressed itself upon the minds of superstitious people 
by the singular manner in which it has apparently 
been fulfilled.

While novelists of the new school are going 
about with their little microscopes seeking for 
molecules of human nature and I for 
dead and alive pages, Dame Nature continues 
at the old stand, turning out romances that 
would make Dumas gasp and Defoe jealous, 
Real life is the worst antagonist of the re- 
alists. 3 

Here is an old fashioned romance with al’ 
the colors thrown in, a Spanish-American in- 
ternational episode that would make the blood 
of a James or Howells curdle if it were told in 
fiction. The first hints of it came over the 
wires from San Francisco, a few days ago, and 
were printed in several of the papers. The 
practical end of it is the Casa Granda Land 
company, With a ee pag $25,000,000. 
A gentleman interested in th wae rye d relat- 
ed the remance yesterday to a World represen- 
tative. It is as follows: 

In the good year 1748 Don Miguel Peralta 
was a daring and dashing captain of dragoons 
in the Spanish army, stationed in New Spain, 
now Mexico. Having been appointed on an 
expedition which went up to Santa Fe, he was 
instructed with a difficult mission to Carlos V. 
king of Spain. The king was pleased’ with Doh 
Miguel and made him a grant of land in the 
northern part of New Spain, which shoulo bd 
in the shape of a parallelogram, extending 
thirty leagues east and west and ten leagues 
from north to south. Such a tract would con- 
tain nearly five millions of acres. The grant 
also declared Don Miguel a grandee of Spain 
and invested him with the title of Baron of 
the Colorados. On the reverse side of the 
grant was placed a huge seal, the seal of the 
new barony. 

The grant was referred by Sig. Don Peralta 
to the authorities of New Spain to ascertain 
the boundaries of this splendid domain, There 
had been previous mission grants, SO an In qul- 
sition was appointed to ascertain the bounda- 
ries of these lands and also of Don Miguel’s. 
The inquisition fixed the western boundaries 
at the foot of the Maricoba mountains,running 
tive leagues north and south of the Gila river, 
in Arizona, which, of course,bisects the grant. 
The report of the inquisition was returned to 
the authorities in Spain for their approval ,and 
on being approved Peralta took possession ac- 
cording to the Spanish formalities. On a big 
rock close to the Gila river he had a map of 
his possession cut into the rock, and there it is 
to be seen to the present day. 

Peralta was cautious, and when Ferdinayd 
II. ascended to the throne he addressed a 
communication to the king saying that as there 
were minerals on the land he desired a con- 
firmation of the grant. This he got in 1777, 
and the documents were placed on file. 

The first baron built a castle on the tract and 
raised flocks and herdsthere. He established 
ainicable relations with the Indians, particu- 
larly those of the Pima tribe. Part of the 
treaties which he signed with them are on file 
in the City of Mexico. Tle baron livea to be 
over ninety. He made a will in which he de. 
clared he had only one son, to whom he deyvis- 
ed his tract, charging lim especially to pre- 
serve the friendly relations with the Indians- 

Baron No. 2 succeeded his father in the 
management of the patriarchal acres (patriar- 
chal one generation, at least), and exercised 
the various acts of ownership till the end of the 
Mexican war, when, like many Of the Snan- 
iards who didn’t like the feeling of American 
occupation, he went to Mexico to live. He re- 
turned occasionally, though, and appointed an 
agent to look after his interests. Subsequently 
he resided considerably in California. In 1863 
or 1864 he went to Spain and died: there in 
1865, in the shadows of his ninetieth birthday. 
He willed the property to his only daughter, 
who, having married and died, leit another 
daughter, aged nine months, who was living 
with her grandmother in Mendocino county; 
Cal. The second baron’s will, which was exe- 
cuted in Spain, devised all the tract to his 
daughter and her heirs, with a solemn exhorta- 
tion to take care of the Indians according to 
the wishes of the founder of the family. The 
grandmother died while the child was yet 
young, and the latter grew up without know- 
ing that she was a baroness and mistress of five 
times a million acres of rich mining and 
grazing lands. rat 

' While the baroness was still young a bold, 
bad man bythe name of Peralta got up a 
scheme for disposing of some of the property. 
He had the child sent to a remote part of Cal- 
ifornia and kept in ignorance of her rights, 
and he went ahead and made some convey- 


| ances on his own sweet hook. Transfers which 
| are said to be illegal were madetoone Wil- 


ling, and he transferred them to J. Addison 
Reavis, of Missouri. Becoming doubtful of 
the validity of his claims on the property, and 
hearing vague rumors of the existence of the 
daughter, Mr. Reavis — several years in 
searching for her. He found her, courted her, 
married her, and then took up the work of 
proving her rights to the title of baroness of 
the Colorados and the titles of the land. The 
search was long and arduous, but it panned 
out better than had been dreamed possible. The 
Mexican authorities sent the documents in their 
possession, but there was still things wanting 
until the baroness and her husband went to 
Spain, and there she found the missing links, 
the wills, &c. The Peralta family there rec- 
ognized the baroness as a kinswoman and also 


his influence helped to abolish duelling, flogging 
and the grog ration inthe navy; and by consummate 
tact, joined to dauntless courage, he opened the 
gates of Japan to the friendship and commerce of 
the world.

THE TERMS GRANT GAVE. 


He Did Not Wish to Humiliate the Men Who 
Had Fought Him at Vicksburg. 

In the August Century is printed for the 
first time a letter by General Grant on the 
above topic, from which the following is an 
extract: General Pemberton, being a northern 
man commanding a southern army, was not 
at the same liberty to surrender an army that a 
man of southern birth would be. In adversity 
or defeat he became an object of suspicion, 
and felt it. Bowen was a southern man ‘all 
over, and knew the garrison at Vicksburg had 
to surrender or be captured, and knew it was 
best to stop further effusion of blood by sur- 
rendering. He did all he could to bring about 
that result. 

Pemberton is mistakenin several points. It 
was Bowen that proposed that he and A. J. 
Smith should talk over the matter of the sur- 
render and submit their views. Neither Pem- 
berton nor I objected ; but we were not willing 
to commit ourselves to accepting such terms 
as they might propose. Ina short time those 
officers returned. Bowen acted as a spokes- 
man. What he .said was  substantial- 
ly this: The confederate army was 
to be permitted to march out with 
the honors of war, carrying with them their 
arms, colors and field batteries. The national 
troops were then to march in and oceupy the 
city, and retain the siege guns, small arms not 
in the hands of the men, all public property 
remaining. Of course I rejected the terms at 
once. I did agree, however, before*we sepa- 
rated, to write Pemberton what terms I would 
give. The correspondence is public and speaks 
for itself. 1 held no council of war. 

Hostilities having ceased, officers and men 
soon became acquainted with the reason why. 
Curiosity led officers of rank—most all the gen- 
eral officers—to visit my headquarters with the 
hope of getting some news. I talked with 
them very freely about the meeting between 
General Pemberton and myself, our corres- 
pondence, ete. But in nosense was it a coun- 
cil of war. I was very glad to give the garri- 
son of Vicksburg the terms I did. 
There was a cartel in existence at 
that time which required either party to ex- 
change or parole all prisoners either at Vicks- 
burg or at a point on the James river within 
ten days after capture, or as soon thereafter as 
practicable. This would have used all the 
transportation we had fora month. The men 
had behaved so well that I did not want to 
humiliate them. 1 believed that consideration 
for their feelings would make them less 
dangeroys foes during the continuance of 
hostilities, and better citizens after the war 
was over.

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EVOLUTION IN NAMES, 


The Quaint Appellations of Our Grand- 
mothers Going Out of Fashion. 


From the Portland, Me., Press. 


In a recent communication to the Bangor 
Historical Magazine Joseph Williams, Es« ., of 
Belfast has given a list of marriages in Belfast 
town from 1774 to 1714, inclusive. The names 
of most of them are familiar today. We find 
John, James, Charles, Jacob, Henry, William, 
etc., occurring again and again. It is interest- 
ing to observe thenames of the women. 
Among them are Jarah, Deborah, Lois, Kezi- 
ah, Priscilla, Barsheba, Theodate, Narassa, 
Grizel, Rachel, Phebe, Wealthy, Love, Chari- 
ty, Temperance. 

The 112 girls used but forty-five Christian 
names among them. Polly, Betsy, Sally, Jane, 
Susannah, Nany, Abigail, and Mehitable, very 
popelae names among our grandmothers, have 

een put away, like the old ball-dress and high- 
heeled slippers that figured in society in the 
days of General Knox. Today, distinguished 
by such names as Annie, Alice, Mebel, Jennie, 
and Grace, the beauty transmitted from other 
generations continues its perpetual sway. An- 
other thing noticeable is the disappearance of 
such quuint names as Wealthy, Love,Charity, 
and Temperance. They have goue with the 
Pollies and Sallies. Delight alone among the 
names of 1887 is left to suggest that a trace of 
the old Puritan sentiment yet survives sur- 
vives. . Is this evolution of names ouly the re- 
sult of a chatige of custom? Or it isa natural 
dependent upon other causes? Perhaps the 
names of today are more refined and delicate 
sounds when spoken, and therefore more fitting 
to the young ladies of 1887, who are admitted, 
of course, to have added the refinement of the 
present to the inherited beauty of the past. 


Historical Hopes and Illusions, 
From the New York Herald. 

That venerable thinker, Joseph Medill, of 
the Chicago Tribune, gives us some interesting views 
upon the Blaine boom, and follows the Herald in 
its parallel between the political careers of Mr. 
Blaine and Henry Clay. Mr. Medill, asa distin- 
guished leader of the Blaine party in the west, 
points out the mistake of the whigs in not nomi- 
nating Mr, Clay in 1836 and 1840 in place of General 
Harrison, and assures us that the friends of Mr. 
Blaine will not make that mistake-in 1888. There 
are other republican leaders, Mr. Medill graciously 
admits—Allison, Lincoln, Hawley and Depew—but, 
to use hisown inimitable phrase, “they all come 
round again to Jeems,”’ 

Mr. Clay, as Mr. Medill will remember, began his 
campaigns for the presidency in 1824, and continued 
them until his death, in 1852, in all seven campaigns. 
during which his friends supported him with enthu- 
siasm. Mr. Blaine has only made three campaigns, 
and is now modestly engaged on his fourth. To 
parallel thewecord of Mr. Clay to which Mr. Medill 
points with pride, Mr. Blaine should make three 
more campaigns—in 1892, 1896 and 1900. 

It might perhaps be added that Mr. Clay, with all 
his running, never reached the presidency; that 
he wasted his high gifts in political management, 
and so far as statesmanship is concerned his name 
was written in water on our national annals, and 
that when he died his party died with him. Se- 
vere thinkers might add the salutary reflection that 
a party resting upon a name, a mere reputation for 
flippant speech, a much advertised barren medioc- 
rity, andnot upon principle, should die, and in its 
death would be found the nation’s gain. This, 
however, is not our affair. We are thinking only 
of those republican leaders whose comfort is at 
stake, and who have, as Mr. Medill quaintly assures 
us, ‘‘all come round again to Jeems,” 


Wife Selling in Eggland, 
From the Boston Post. 

In 1749 a case came before Lord Hardwicke, 
in which a wife had been assigned by her husband, 
through the instrumentality of a deed, actually 
drawn up by a solicitor; and in 1853 the Birmingham 
police magistrate was under the necessity of sternly 
reproving a lawyer who had lent himself to a like 
fraud on his clients, In neither instance, however, 
was the erring attorney struck off the rolis. In- 
deed, it is more than doubtful whether, at an ear- 
lier date, such sales or dssiguments were accounted 
either illegal orimmoral. Iathe thirtieth year of 
Edward the First’s reign parliament had to take in- 
to consideration the fact of Sir William Paynel 
having ‘‘leased"’ the wife of Sir John DeCamoys 
from her husband. The document, written in ex- 
cellent lawyer's Latin. appears verbatim in Lord 
Coke’s famous “Institutes.” More than 500 years 
afterwards—namely, in 1553—a very similar case, 
though with this difference, that it was the husband 
wholeased himself, came before an English law 
court and may be cited as a curious instance of the 
Vitality of a custom which is older than any statute.

During a recent journey from Europe, the 
passage across the ocean was especially unpleasant 
becanse of fogs, the only consolation in contemplat- 
ing them being that they represented the work of 
nature in drawing moisture from the water, which, 
wafted inland, fell npon the soil in refreshing rain, 
gathered in the brooks and rivers and flowed to the 
sea, to be again thus sent back to freshen and 
brighten the parched earth. 

The speed of our vessel was materially retarded 
by winds from the west, a common occurence in the 
summer season. The fogs and moisture through 
these winds.are driven upon the continent, where 
drouth seldom prevails, and particularly do they 
freshen the verdure of Ireland, and hence the bril- 
liant green of the Emerald isie. 

In reflecting upon this subject. I contemplated 

the drouth then prevailing in several of the western 
and middle states of the union. What had they to 
gather rains from? Alas,what have they? Fora 
generation our farmers have been draining their 
lands of moisture. They have run their tileing 
through every slough;they haye drawn out the: wa- 
ter trome very swamp;they have dried up the pond; 
they have obliterated the beautiful little lake. In 
doing this, they have made such easy and rapid 
egress for rainfall from the soil, as to endanger the 
homes and farm lands of all the settlers along the 
great rivers in the southern regions of our country, 
already inflicting great distress, loss of life and 
property equaling in value many millions of dollars 
—an evil which is growing in magnitude each 
year. 
’ The result of this wholesale draining of the upper 
country of water, is no®nly thus disastrons to life 
and property along the larger streams from frequent 
overflow, but there is such absolute drainage of 
moisture from the earth,as to produce severe 
drouth, accompained by such intense heat and dry- 
ness ot atmosphere as resultsin the hurricane, (the 
cyclone and innumerable village, prairie and for- 
est fires, 

In the early days when the process of evaporation 
of moisture went forward from the swamps, the 
ponds and the lakes of our western and middie 
states, an extended drouth, with extremely intense 
heat, was comparatively rare. In those day n- 
stroke was very uncommon, and the cyclone 
comparatively unknown. This year we are in the 
second season of drouth in various portions of the 
country, while every year brings its devastation 
from wind, the result of-an excessively dry na fre- 
quently disturbed condition of the atmosphere. 

With the land thus denuded of natural water sup- 
ply, there is but one course for our farmers to pur- 
sue to save themselves from these evils. They may 
drain their soil, butthey should gather the rainfall 
in ponds and lakes scatteredthroughouttheir lands. 
Instead of running the drains throigh and out of 
the swamp, they should lead to an excavation of 
such size as circumstances will permit, which 
should be made a depth of three or four fect, where 
the water can gather and remain throughout the 

year, quenching the thirst of animals, giving drink 
to birds, a reservoir in case of fire, a home for fish, 
a spot of beauty on which may sail the boat, an op- 
portunity forthe bath and for teaching the young 
people toswim. It will yield ice for the family, 
provide skating for the happy youth in winter time, 
and moisture, which, through evaporation, will 
pass into the clord to return again through rainfall 
to the needy earth. 

No fear need be entertained of stagnation from 
water thus held in reserve, . Fish will ot themselves 
purify it. Every rain will change it, while, if the 
lake covers an acre or more in area, the wind will 
constantly keepit pure. The writer, in proof of 
this, has an artificial lake on his farm, the result of 
dredging a swamp, which is filled only by rainfall, 
the water being, in the dryest season, always per- 
fectly clear and fresh. 

On the lands the general abandonment of farms 
and homes from rjver overflow will be the inevit- 
able outcome of this water wastage inthe high 
grounds. Such is already the fact, while the ex- 
penditure of many millions of dollars by the govern- 
ment, in the construction of leyees and embank- 
ments along the great rivers, will be necessary for 
the further protection of adjoining property. Vastly 
better that this expenditure be made in holding the 
water where it is required in the up-country. 

Dot the farms of our inland states with pondsand 
miniature lakes, and while they will afford health, 
attraction and pleasure ina thousand ways, they 
will give us back, the uniform rainfall we had in the 
early settlement of the country, when successive 
seasons of drouht, forest fires and cyclones were 
unknown.
